Mussolini's Benevolent Des* 
potism Brooks No Oppo-

Club of B.V.C., two papers on Italian 
history, wero read' last night by mem- 
bers of tho club. Tho first paper, 
read by Bobetto Fuller was headed: 
"Tho confederacy of tho Italian states 
under Cavour and Victor Immanuel''. 
The second Item of tho evening was 
entitled: ' "Mussolini, his work and 
influence''. This lattor formed' the 
subject.

The first paper; &iowe<nth 0 ; great 
work of tho' three great names In the 
struggle for Italian confederacy, Maz- 
zlnl, Cavour, ' and ' Garibaldi/-; Mazzlnl, 
the Idealistic, Imbued 'his 'ardent doc- 
trines in. tho .'fiery Garibaldi; but 'the 
calm, , stern , principles . and - (steady 
foresight of Cavour did more than 
any of- these in' setting the -precarious 
cdlflcp- upoç a firm basis, from which 
It steadily rose. 

Cavour Freed Italy 
vour was the guiding hand, of 
tho first ; Pledmonteso Parliament, 
and his knowledge of English parlia- 
mentary, affairs,; is evidenced ^direct- 
ly In. his constitution. • The Crimean 
War, established Sardinia as an In- 
dependent power,- Magento and Sol- 
ferlno led to the: cession of Lomb'ardy 
and Piedmont. Cavour's legacy, to the 
worjd- was a firmly established Italy, 
freed of Internal dlssentlons and 
factions and strongly launched in 
international affairs with 'powerful 
foreign, aliles , as protection. 

Garibaldi and Mazzlnl worked hand 
In hand, Garibaldi carrying the. Idea 
out In which ho had bcon trained by 
Mazzlnl.

The House of Commons Club held 
its monthly meeting last night at tho 
residence of Professor Waugh. It was 
very well attended, nnd two papers 
were road, ono on "Is McGill worth 
preserving?", delivered by Rose Zaha- 
lan, and "Tho Plight of McGill," by 
Hoiga Talt. Both are well-known 
members of tho Club, and both papers 
wero on subjects of great interest to 
•students, as they dealt with their 
own college. 

Rose Zahalan stated that McGill 
has ideals for freshettes but only dis 
Illusions for seniors, and that formal- 
Ism Is the great fault that destroys 
tho Ideals. Division such as that be- 
tween . resident and non-resident stu 
dents, and tho faculties that aro a 
law unto themselves, results In a lack 
of cojnmunlty spirit, and brings "cli- 
que" Into its element: 

Students Conservative . 
She asserted that tho average Mc 
Gill student Is narrow-minded and 
conservative, because ho does not re 
celve a liberal education. Various de 
part merits cftvertlso themselves as 
easy, there- are , too many lectures, 
and tho student on the whole Is not 
.supposed to havo any Intelligence. As 
a result he regards his mental educa- 
tion as a part-time Job, and athletics 
and tho social life como' first. 

For these faults she suggested two 
reforms, namely, In the , faculties, 
which need broad-minded . professors 
to Inspire the students with a desire 
for knowledge, and secondly, with re- 
gard to tho student body, , tho largo 
- 

classes should be done away with, and 
discussion groups should, be., more 
prominent than lectures. ''■ In -.conclu 
slon, she read an'extract from a. book 
on American colleges ' a- satire on 
modern life.

-The history of education 
was then traded In tho Xorth-Wost 
Territories, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta; tho bl-llngual question being 
considered througout. 

Ku Klux Kl.n, Active.. 

Reld finally gave the Impressions 
of the. 'extent to which. th«- Saskatch- 
ewan Provincial Eliotion oï 1929. was 
a religious quostlon! In this year the 
Ku Klux Klan showed their hand to 
such good effect that the Govern- 
ment suffered; roverses .which lost' 
them a. majority In the House.

Inference Is obvious: Montreal as ah 
artistic entity is. almost •non-existent.
